Against Second 
Veterans’ Body 


WINNIPEG, Jan. 14.—(CP)— The 
national and proper objects for 
post-war organizations of those who 
have served in the armed forces 
are military preparedness, a na- 
tional veterans’ organization and a 
social organization to perpetuate 
friendships formed’ during the war, 
Gen. H. D. G. Crerar told 4,000 
veterans and citizens at a public 
reception and investiture Sunday. 

“VETERANS SHOULD use their 
influence to ensure that their sons 
and grandsons should they, some 
future day, be called upon to fight, 
engage in war with all the lessons 
of the last and previous wars fully 
applied in their favor. 

“This issue of rational military 
preparedness is not only of na- 
tional importance, it is international 
in its scope.” 

ONLY A NATIONAL veterans’ 
association of those demobilized 
from the services, can adequately 
consider the practical measures re- 
quired to meet the real needs of 
the discharged serviceman, he said. 

“I am strongly of the opinion that 
the proper association of all re- 
turned men, and women, for these 
national purposes is to be found 
in the existing Canadian Legion of 
the British Empire Services League. 
And I am equally aware of the 
opinion it would be a mistake for 
the veterans of this world war to 
start another national organization, 
of younger men, in competition 
with it, 

“IT 1S ESSENTIAL in a national 
veterans’ organization that the av- 
erage of thg views held by all vet- 
erans throughout the country be 
accurately and constantly obtained, 
and that they can be considered 
views—not resolutions passed by 
this branch or that.” 

An association which would en- 
able veterans to perpetuate friend- 
ships formed during the war should 
also be established, he added. 

“To be effective, the organization 
must be designed primarily for 
social purposes, but, in using the 
term ‘social’, I mean it to be inter- 
preted in the broadest and best 
sense—that is, co-operative and 
mutually helpful.

Decapitation 
Charged After 
Coast Hanging 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 14—(CP)— 
Thomas J. Hurley, Vancouver bar* 
rister, said last night he had learned 
from “an authoritative source” that 
Byron Bruce Potter was decapitated 
by a hangman's noose at Oakalla 
prison farm here last Thursday. 

(Potter, 47-year-old former United 
States soldier and employge on the 
Alaska highway, was hanged for the 
murder of Mrs. Edna Ina Rogers at 
Dawson Creek, B.C., last summer.) 

Mr. Hurley said he had claimed 
the body on behalf of Potter's 
daughter, whom he did not name, 
and that he could “see stitches un- 
der a band of adhesive tape around 
the neck” when he viewed it Sat- 
urday. 

HE’ SAID HE WOULD ask Hon. 
R. L, Maitland, KC, British Colum- 
bia attorney-general, to investigate 
and was considering either crim- 
inal or civil proceedings against 
the hangman, known officially as 


Mr. Hurley said he had not 
asked for official confirmation of 
the reported decapitation but “for 
all practical purposes it is ad- 
mitted,” 

THE BARRISTER, who made a 
last-minute appeal to the justice 
department to have the death sen- 
tence commuted to life imprison- 
ment, said he was authorized by 
Potter's daughter to claim the body 
and “do everything she could have 
done had she been here.”

Kerosene is being used as a fue) 
for the Meteors and the higher the 
plane flies the smoother the per- 
formance and the less fuel con- 
sumed, Maximum horsepower and 
thrust are obtained, however, at 
“deck levels” or close to the 
ground. : 

The machine's best all-round per- 
formance is attained at an altitude 
of more than 15,000 feet. 

THE TURBINE TYPE of engine 
in the Meteor also performs best 
under low temperatures. 

Kerosene has been found the 
most satisfactory fuel for the jets 
to date but gasoline and alcohol 
can ajso be used. 

Chief drawback to date in the | 
jet engine is its high fuel con-| 
sumption, which has a limiting ef- 
fect on range. But Baudoux is | 
confident that research and refine- | 
ments will overcome this limiting | 
factor. 

ONE GREAT ADVANTAGE of 
the jet engine is the almost total 
absence of electrical wiring and 
sparking devices, There is just one 
spark plug. 

Baudoux thinks that aircraft of 
the future will be driven by both 
jets and propellers, 

“The propellers will be driven 
by power supplied by the jet tur- 
bine when it is desirable to throttle 
down below 300 mph,” He said. 

AT 500 MPH, the Meteor would 
take a person to Calgary in about 
20 minutes and to Wetaskiwin in 
just five minutes.

Overseas Mail Service 


Many complaints have reached this 
office about the slackness of the overseas 
mail service, particularly with regard to 
Christmas parcels, between Canada and 
Europe. 

Instances are given of Christmas par- 
eels sent from Edmonton to servicemen 
and servicewomen abroad taking forty 
days or more to reach their destination. 
Some never arrived at all. Others, very 
carefully packed, reached England in prac- 
tically a demolished condition. 

The same thing is true of parcels sent 
by overseas servicemen and servicewomen 
to their relatives in this country. One birth- 
day parcel, containing a valuable pair of 
antique cuff links, despatched from Lon- 
don in June, 1945, to reach Edmonton in 
August, has not turned up yet. 

Similar slackness is observed in ordin- 
ary mail. The blue form letters, for in- 
stance, sometimes take an inordinate time 
to travel between Canada and England. 

This slacking off and these frequent 
disappearances of parcels represent a situ- 
ation which is definitely not good enough. 
The comparatively few servicemen and 
servicewomen who remain overseas are 
entitled to quite as efficient parcel post and 
mail service as prevailed in the time of 
war. Indeed, they should get an even better 
service because wartime shipping hazards 
have been removed. F 

The post office department would do 
well to check up carefully on inefficiency 
and what sometimes appears to be even 
worse, 


Keep the Plants Producing 


Again there are rumblings of the 
danger of interruption of the packing in- 
dustry across western Canada, Few things 
could be more unwelcome at this stage 
than a tie-up of the plants which mean so 
much to economic conditions and the wel- 
fare alike of farmers and townsfolk in the 
prairie provinces, 

When a suspension of operations 
threatened a few months ago, emergency 
action was taken to keep the plants going. 
The Dominion Government took over the 
industry in effect, and appointed a con- 
troller, who functioned while negotiations 
were carried on which were supposed to 
have resulted in a complete solution of 
the difficulties between the companies and 
their employees. 

This action was justified because of the 
damage that would have resulted had the 
dispute ended in a strike, The damage 
caused by a shut-down now would be no 
less great. Federal and provincial offi- 
cials should therefore be on the alert, and 
ready to take whatever action seems to be 
required to make sure that the plants will 
not close down, 

The immediate loss which a shut-down 
would throw upon the stock-grower is ob- 
vious. So is the reaction on the business 
of every important packing centre, and the 
possible curtailment of meat supplies, 

But the broader consideration must not 
be forgotten. Canada is committed to de- 
liver large consignments pf meat to Bri- 
tain and to the UNRRA. Whether these 
bargains are kept or not kept will be of 
future consequence alike to stock-growers 
and the packing industry, The time is com- 
ing rapidly when Canada will not hold the 
assured position it held in wartime as an 
exporter of meat. Denmark and other 
competing countries are coming back into 
production on an export basis, It won't do 
to overlook that change in the world 
Supply situation. 


They Can’t Eat Drachmas 


Greek wage and salary earners also 
want more, but not more money. They 
demand better pay, but want the paying 
done in food, clothing and other commodi. 
ties of personal and family use. The rea- 
son? They don’t know at nightfall how 
much of these things today’s money wages 
will buy tomorrow. The drachma is not 
what it used to be, and is getting to mean 
less so fast that nobody can predict its 
buying power a day ahead. 

The coin used to be worth slightly less 
than 20 cents. Now it rates—or did when 
the despatch was written—at 175,000 to 
the Sovereign, value $4.47. If it hasn't lost 
ground in the meantime, and it probably 
has, 380 drachmas would buy as much in 
Athens now as one cent. 

Greece is thus Supplying an object 
Jesson on the workings of inflation, A 
lesson which people in other countries can 
readily understand if they Stop to think 
about the plight of a Greek who has a 
fixed income payable in the national cur- 
rency, or any kind of income that is not 
derived by plundering his neighbors. The 
only way a Greek could break even would 
be to hoist his wages or his prices as fast 
as the drachma goes down in value—or a 
bit faster. 

That of course is impossible for any 
considerable proportion of the people, in- 
cluding all those who work for wages or 
salaries. Hence these demand their pay in 
kind, not cash. That they will get what 


| 
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they demand is not likely—for what would 
be the fate of an employer who tried to 
buy these supplies with drachmas worth 
less each day than they were the day 
before? 

People in other countries—like the 
Greeks—work for things, not for money. 
They take their pay in money only be- 
cause the money will buy the things they 
need. So long as its buying power remains 
fairly constant, all goes well. But if pro- 
duction anata it did in von Gel 
buying power of the pay-money goes down 
like a toboggan on a slide. And naturally 
those who feel the pinch first and most 
severely are those who work for a set 
number of money units per day or week. 

It isn’t the “big shot” who has most to 
fear from inflation, but the person who can 
only buy so much food and other necessi- 
ties as his wages or salary will pay for. 
The plain fact is that Greek wage and 
salary earners, and their families, are on 
the verge of starvation—even though they 
are working steadily and getting as many 
drachmas in their pay envelopes as they 
ever got.

Eisenhower Mountain 


“Castle Mountain”, in the Banff na- 
tional park, will hereafter bear the name of 
General E:.enhower. This is a fitting trib- 
ute from the people of Canada to the 
supreme commander under whose direc- 
tion the Allied forces broke the Axis power 
in the European theatre. 

When the General pays his promised 
visit to the mountain he will see at once 
why it was christened “castle” by Sir 
James Hector far back in the last century. 
Something else he will also notice. It has 
been there a long time, and will be there 
through ages to come. His castle in Scot- 
land is old, but an up-start in comparison, 
and when its stones crumble away the 
massive fortresslike formation which na- 
ture carved in the heart of the Rockies will 
still rear its snow-crowned head among the 
clouds, an example and symbol of endur- 
ance. 

There was a time when General Eisen- 
hower had to stand like a rock against 
storms of criticism from those in his own 
country and elsewhere who were impatient 
at delay and demanded that Europe be 
invaded forthwith. But he had what it 
took to endure the fault-finding while he 
mustered the forces which he knew would 
be needed to crash the western front and 
roll like an avalanche across Germany. 
This perhaps will also be recalled to the 
General when he surveys his mountain 
namesake. 

Canadians will of course hope that the 
General may find this tribute in granite 
so attractive that he will visit it often, and 
explore the great mountain area in which 
it stands. D 


There are hopes that the threatened 
steel strike in the United States may be 
averted. They are based on expectation 
that steel prices will be boosted from three 
to five dollars a ton. Better that of course 
than a tie-up of the industry. But what 
has become of the theory that mass pro- 
duction makes things cheaper?

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Camp of Misery 


As Greatest Population Shift in Human History Is Under 
Way. Intense Winter Cold and Lack of Transporta- 
tion Adds to Almost Incredible Hardship 


From The Ottawa Citizen 
The greatest population shift in; land, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and 


human history is still taking place 
in Europe. Hundreds of thousands 
of human beings are drifting about 
the continent despite the efforts of 
the Allied authorities, to rescue 
them and find temporary homes 
for them in hutments or encamp- 
ments, 

Accounts from correspondents 
who have met this flood of human 
misery in many places make pathe- 
tie reading. The intense winter cold 
and the lack of transportation ap- 
parently have not served as barriers 
to any of those seeking homes in 
Germany or attempting to reach 
Palestine. They cross borders with- 
out too much trouble and arrive in 
cities such as Vienna and Budapest 
starving, thinly clad, penniless and 
quite often suffering from disease. 

They arrive in wagon-trains jam- 
med to overflowing, in all types of 
motor vehicles and on foot, their 
few possessions slung over their 
shoulders. The German-speaking 
populations and the refugee Jews 
alike, manage to continue their 
journeys despite check posts and 
|frontier guards in the belief thet 
jonly through their own efforts will 
they be able to find sanctuary. 

* * * 


ONE CANNOT ESTIMATE the 
number that have started off on 
their own and are now drifting 
through central Europe, but allied 
sources believe that 10 per cent 
is fairly accurate. Add to this the 
vast numbers that have been driven 
toward frontiers—in Hungary, for 
example, whole villages were up- 
rooted and sent toward Austria, A 
similar condition obtains on the 
Hungarian-Czech border, where the 
Slovaks and Hungarian minorities 
have been ordered to leave. 

The purpose of the allies is to do 
everything to see that the trans- 
fers are carted out as humanely 
as possible under existing condi- 
tions, but they are virtually help- 
less to give aid and comfort at 
present to thousands bent on mak- 
ing their own way in whichever 
direction they choose. 

At present the railway station 
in Vienna is the resting-place of 
hundreds of worn and hungry wom- 
en and children waiting to find 
transport to temporary billets and 
food before they can move again.

THESE CASES ARE DESTINED 
for displaced persons camps, but 
they prefer to take the long road 
themselves and slip away from 
supervising authorities. In recent 
weeks many have managed to reach 
Italy and have arrived at ports 
where they can do nothing but 
wait unless they succeed in getting 
aboard little vessels engaged in 
clandestine traffic to the Middle 
East. 

Displaced persons and returning 
prisoners of war already are taxing 
te the utmost resources that could 
be allocated for their use, but the 
allies are now confronted with the 
new hedaches of feeding, clothing 
and sheltering large masses con- 
triving to enter Germany or stray 
aimlessly about in the hope that 
elsewhere, somehow their problems 
will be solved.

For Gas Supply 


LACOMBE—Pipe for the trans- 
mission of natural gas from the line 
at Poe, Alta, to Red Deer has al- 
ready been delivered to Northwest- 
ern Utilities, it was learned this 
week, The pipe being used for the 
Lacombe section of the long trans- 
mission line is being unloaded this 
week at the CPR freightyards. 

B. W. Pitfield, general superin- 
tendent, and B. W. Snyder, engineer, 
for Northwestern Utilities stated 
that this pipe is now being distri- 
buted at strategic spots along the 
proposed line. As a result of the 
engineers survey, the main pipe 
line will be brought to the east 
of the CPR Calgary-Edmonton rail- 
way line. Preliminary surveys had 
shown that the line would probably 
cut through the west of this town, 
but this has now been changed to 
the east of the railroad. Actual 
work of laying the pipe will start 
as soon as weather permits, 

Pipe is being unloaded under the 
supervision of Fred Imler, main 
line superintendent. Two bunk cars, 
a cook car and an office on CPR 
wheels, house the workmen who 
are moving from town to town un- 
loading the necessary pipe. 

It is anticipated now that delivery 
of the main line pipe has been re- 
ceived, gas may be available at some 
points along the transmission line 
toward the end of this year. The 
two big “if” guestions governing 
this factor is that of the supply of 
piping, and the labor situation, and 
even if the gas line into Lacombe 
from the main transmission pipes 
is installed this summer, it is doubt- 
ful if service can be started in every

LONDON, Jan, 14—(CP)—Trade 
Minister James A. MacKinnon an- 
nounced Saturday that deliveries 
of’Canadian wheat and flour to the 
United Kingdom or areas where the 
United Kingdom has a supply re- 
sponsibility totalled 1,064,957,535 
bushels in the years from 1940 to 
1945, inclusive. 

HIS STATEMENT lifted the ban 
of secrecy on Canada’s wartime 
shipments to the United Kingdom.

granted the United Kingdom takes 
five-eighths of Canada’s wheat sup- 
ply within the present authorized 
export quotas, Mr. MacKinnon 
said. 

THE SIX YEARS of shipments 
included 865,181,711 bushels of 
wheat and 4,292,744 long tons of 
flour—the equivalent of another 
22,775,824 bushels. 

The federal cabinet minister, who 
has just arrived here to discuss 
post-war trade problems with Brit- 
ish officials, told The Canadian 
Press that Russia, Mexico, Brazil 
and many other countries are 
anxious to obtain Canadian wheat 
but the Dominion now is “scraping 
the bottom of the barrel” and it is 
impossible to meet demands. 

THESE NATIONS have been told 
that the United Kingdom has top 
priority and that after British re- 
quirements have been met other 
orders will be met as far as pos- 
sible. 

The minister said he is not seck- 
ing to arrange new contracts for 
wheat or any other Canadian pro- 
duct during his present visit,

Manslaughter 
Case Is Given 
To High Court 


James T. Bailey of Springdale, 
near Calgary, was remanded to the 
next sitting of the supreme court 
when he appeared in city police 
court Monday morning at a pre- 
liminary heacing on a charge of 
manslaughter. He was released on 
$1,000 bail. The charge arose out 
of an accident on the Calgary Trail 
last Nov. 23 when George Taylor, 
11133 83 avenue was killed when 
struck by Bailey's truck. 

CROWN PROSECUTOR Guy Pat- 
terson, K.C., submitted evidence 
taken at the inquest into Taylor's 
death, held here Dec. 4. In submit- 
ting the evidence, he pointed out 
that the charge of manslaughter 
could be reduced to one of danger- 
ous driving. 

An appeal for dismissal of the 
charge was made by Manley J. 
Edwards of Calgary, who represent- 
ed the accused. “I don't think the 
evidence put before you indicates 
that the accused was guilty of 
either manslaughter or dangerous 
driving,” Mr. Edwards stated, “The 
evidence of the inquest was all to 
the contrary—this man was driving 
carefully,” he added. 

IN REFUSING TO DISMISS the 
case, Magistrate Millar said “I 
agree that on that evidence I don’t 
think there would be a conviction 
of manslaughter but there might be 
one of dangerous driving.” 

Mr. Edwards spoke highly of the 
method in which the inquest was 
carried out, and complimented 
both the RCMP and the official 
who presided over the hearing for 
their fairness. 


Conduct Surveys 


Salmon Species 


Surveys are being made of all | 
salmon species along the Pacific 
coast between the Fraser and the 
Skeena rivers to determine the 
reasons for the falling off in the 
catch, R. E. Foerster, Nanaimo, B.C., 
director of the Pacific biological 
station, stated on his arrival here 
Monday from Ottawa where they 
attended a conference of the Fish- 
eries Research Board of Canada.

U.K. Labor Policy 
Is Claimed Tory 


“The foreign policy of the British 
Labor government is a Tory pol- 
icy” declared Ben R. Swankey, 
provincial leader of the Labor Pro- 
gressive party speaking at the Sun- 
day veteran and labor forum held 
at the Queen's hotel. “This policy 
does not represent the interests of 
the British working class. It is a 
Policy which if persisted in can 
lead only to imperialist rivalry, the 
balance of power, anti-Soviet in- 
trigues, support for a western bloc, | 
an intensified trade war and event- 
ually flowing from all this a new 
world war,” he said. 

THE ALTERNATIVE to this is a 
policy of going forward in assoc- 
iation with the new rising demo- 
cratic forces in the world, of taking 
the path of international political 
and economic co-operation on the 
basis of the joint leadership of Brit- 
ain, the Soviet Union, and the Unit- 
ed States. It is important to note 
that the future of Britain depends! 
more upon its relation with the 
Soviet Union than upon any other 
single factor in the international 
situation, he claimed.

connection between foreign and 
home policy. A government which} 
will not grant freedom to India will! 
not emancipate the British working! 
class. There can be no fundamental 
social progress in Great Britain 
without a complete change in the 
foreign policy of the present Labor |

U.S. Super-Radar 
Locates Objects - 
Around the Globe 


NEW YORK, Jan, 14—(AP)—The 
United States navy disclosed yester-| 
day the wartime secret of “Huff 
Duff’, an electronic long-distance 
detection device which played a 
major part in winning the battle 
of the Atlantic. 

Technically called high frequency 
direction finder (the initials HF-DF 
rapidly became “Huff Duff” in ser- 
vice slang) the electrical “finger 
can spot a ship or plane half-way 
around the world. It was used as a 
teammate of radar and sound de- 
vices which spot objectives at @ 
much shorter distance. 

The navy told how the device on 
board ships, planes and in a net- 
work of shore stations succeeded in 
breaking up U-boat wolf packs bee 
fore they could assemble and how 
at least one of the submarines 
which landed saboteurs on the Long 
Island and Florida coasts in 1942 
was located and sunk before #% 
could escape.

Sale Program 
On City Land 


Adoption of a definite policy gov- 
erning the sale of city-owned lands 
is advocated by the Edmonton 
Town Planning Commission, and a 
resoluiion from the commission will 
be presented at Monday night's city 
council meeting seeking the accept- 
ance of a definite sales policy. 

THE PROPOSALS from 
commission are: 

(1) That the city adopt a policy of 
refusal to seli city-owned property: 

(a) In “F” local business districts 
for any other use than for local 
business. 

(b) In “G” three-storey business 
districts and in “I” general business 
districts for the erection of one- 
family or of two-family dwellings, 

(c) In “H” light industrial dis- 
tricts and in “J” heavy industrial 
districts for any purely residential 
use, 

By ‘purely residential use’ is 
meant dwellings other than such as 
are owned and occupied as inci- 
dental and necessary to the opera- 
tion of businesses that are carried 
S upon the same or contiguous 
ots, 

(2) That the city do not permit 
buildings other than for local busi- 
ness uses to be erected in local 


the 


business districts upon privately- 4 


owned property without first mak- 
ing every reasonable effort to dis- 


property, either by the offer of 
exchange of property or by other 
means, 

THAT THE CITY COUNCIL ap- 
Point a committee to determine and 
operate a policy in regard to the 
sale and exchange and to the uses 
of property within the city with the 
view of eliminating the difficulties 
and complaints that arise in these 
matters; and that no exceptions to 
the policy determined by such com- 
mittee be permitted unless ap- 
proved by the committee”, 

“In reviewing numerous cases, in 
which applications are made for 
more business sites to serve resi- 
dential areas, the committee finds 
that, in very many cases, areas 
zoned for local business have be-| 
come occupied by residences and 
by other non-business and inappro- 
priate uses to such an extent that| 
a totally insufficient proportion is 
left for the local business required 
by the neighborhood”, the commiss- 
ion submitted. 


IN THESE and in other cases the 
purpose of zoning is, in this city, 
being defeated owing to a lack of 
consideration in selling city owned 
property, the purpose of zoning be- 
ing to segregate the different uses 
of land to the mutual advantage of 
the various users and to the benefit 
of the community, It is more es- 
pecially necessary to prevent the| 
inter-mixture of family-residential | 
with business uses. Difficulties and 
complaints could be materially re- 
duced by better consideration being | 
given by the city to the purposes | 
for which city-owned land is sold 
and for which private properties 
are used.

Edmonton City 


Petition for the amalgamation of 
West Jasper Place with the City 
of Edmonton, signed by 546 house- 
holders in the district, will be pre- 
sented to city council Monday 
night. The city commissioners sug- 
gest that the petition be referred 
to one of council's standing com- 
mittees for consideration. 

THE TERRITORY, the subject 
of the petition, is bounded on the 
south by 95 avenue, on the west 
by 156 street, on the north by 108 
avenue and on the east by 149 
street.

Haddow, city engineer, states that 
the area involved is between 95 and 
106 avenues and 149 and 156 streets, 
comprising approximately 373 acres.
